A bock has been published in Ensrhuid en-

titled ' Notes on the Folk Lore ot the Northern
IJounties of Em-lau- aud the Borders," by Wil-
liam Henderson, wuh an appendix on House
hold Stones, by S. baring-Woul- M. A. Wc
quote an extract from this book, which, as an
Illustration of the folk lore ot baptism and
babies, may be of interest to the ladies:

In the North, as in the South of England,
nurses think It lucky lor the child to cry at its
baptism; they say that otherwise the biby
bhows that it is too pood to live. Some, how-
ever, declare that this cry betokens the ptintr of
the new birth: some, that it is the voice of the
evil spirit, as he is driven out by the baptismal
water.

As to the mother's cburchine. it is very "un-caoni-

for her to enter any other houe beforo
she goes to church, and she carries k with
her. It is believed alto that if she appears out
of doors under the circumstances, and receives
any insults or blows lrom her neighbors, she
has no remedy at law. I am inlormed that old
Irish custom enjoins Irish women to stay at
home till alter their churching, as rigidly as
their Scotch or English sifters. They have,
however, their own way of evading it. They
will pull a little thatch from their roof, or take
a splinter ot slate or tile otf it, fasten this at
Ihe top ol their bonnet, and po where they
yleasc, stoutly averring alttr ward to the priest,
or any one el?e, that they have not gone from
under their own roof.

One curious nur-
sery practice exists both in the north and the
extreme west of Encland, that of leaving an
infaut's right hand unwashed; and the reason
alleged is the same, that he may gather riches.
The baby's nails must not be cut till he is a year
old, for iear he should grow up a thief, or, as
tbey quaintly express it in Cleveland, "light-fingered.- "
